"GETTING THE FACTS RIGHT" - 


•'None so blind as they who will not see." 
The Indianapolis 
Star, "does not BE- 


LIEVE that the program of the State Highway 


1 Commission is either within the law or fair to 


the people of Indiana," and says that "The 
Republican evidently does not know that a 
Change in the course of the Ohio river shifted 
a tract to the north bank of the river. Calling 
the portion of that roadway which touches In- 
diana a part of the bridge is subterfuge." 


In the law authorizing the Evansville bridge, 


and if all the other statutes governing and de- 
fining the bridge and approaches are "subter- 
fuge" as the Star says, why do wot have Legisla- 
tures and Attorney Generals? 


The Star is apparently cock-sure of their "be- 


liefs" regardless of the opinions and authoriza- 
tion of the Attorney Generals of the two states, 
and the Federal Bureau of Eoads, and the Fed- 
eral river franchise. 
• 
' 


The Star evidently has "back-door" advance 


information now, as it did during the "framed 
highway indictments" case with all the evi- 
dence impounded in an Indianapolis court, 
when it published opinions and other matters 
that even the persons indicted did not have ac- 
cess to, when it editorially says: 


"Tile highway commission made the bridge hid, 
l)|it it is just discovering tiiat its opponents have most 
of the trumps." 


The Star has no fear of its opinions render- 


ed in the "highway indictment" impounded evi- 
dence now, because it has the "statute of lim- 
itations" to fall back on, but in the present case 
the Star can not reverse or side step the opin- 
ions of two Attorney Generals and the Federal 
Government. 


Almost in the same issue of the Star with 


its editorial there appeared this news item from 
Evansville: 


"More than -'VU at the city's professional and bus- 
iness men pa tin-red at tlic Chamber of Commerce Mon- 
day afternoon and took the Iloor to reiterate the pledge 
Biven in a similar meeting here last March to stand 
heliind the plan as proposed by the state highway com- 
missijm for a In-idgc here. 
Unaffected by Wew Flan 
That the plan then was for a fifty-fifty bridge to 
be financed by the state and Vanderliui-R county and 
that it has since been changed to a joint construction 
project 1 etween the states of Kentucky and Indiana 
makes no difference in their attitude, they declared. 
AVhatever the plan of const ruction of a tree bridge 
as proposed bv the state highway commission they 
favor it, the speakers said. 
Indignation was express- 
ed by Kd .1. Kelin. general manager of tin; Kvnns- 
\ille Courier and Journal, against an article carried by 
The Indianapolis Star, in which the statement "'as 
made that there were dissenting votes to the nfty- 
Pfty bridge proposition in the meeting last March. 
Utr. Felm declared there was not a vote against it." 


The Star did not deny in its editorial that 


while it was "Getting The Facts Right" it stated 
them in half-truths and was misleading its read- 
ers. So that the people of Indiana may know 
that the Star's assumption that The Daily Re- 
publican did not know that the course of the 
Ohio river had changed, and that Dade Park 
was in Kentucky, and the Indiana end of the 
proposed bridge (structure) is to be on that 
area, is wrong. . . . we did know it, as we also 
know that no part of the structure proper 
will be in Indiana, and that the location select- 
ed is the best bridge site in twenty-five miles 
up and down the river. The fact that the 
structure is in Kentucky and the longest ap- 
proach is in Indiana does not affect the owner- 
ship or control of the bridge. When construct- 
ed this is to be an interstate boundary line 
bridge, constructed under a Federal franchise 
hi the interest of interstate commerce. 


Why the Star insists on telling its readers in 


half-truths what the statute contains is a puz- 
zle, when it says: 


"The 
bridge will be in Kentucky and that state 
will lia\e jurisdiction over it. The highway commis- 
sion is proposing to spend more than $2,000,000 of its 
funds on a structure in Kentucky and on which that 
State will 1-e permitted to charge tolls until it gets it 
$2.000,000 back. The statute does not give permission 
to do any thing of the kind, and the commissioners 
have no authority to spend Indiana funds in another 


state except such as is specifically granted by the Leg- 
islature." 


We assume the Star is honest and has read 


the Statute and the contract-and is being de- 
ceived, but it is wrong hi the statement that 
Kentucky will have jurisdiction over the bridge. 
That also is covered in the Federal Franchise, 
the- State's statute and the contract with Ken- 
tucky. 


The Star states that the Statute does not 


give permission to Kentucky to collect'tolls un- 
til its one-half is paid for, and the Commis- 
sioners have no authority to spend Indiana 
funds in another State. Please note the follow- 
ing from the Statute: 


"SEC 19. In the discharge of its duties under the 
provisions of this act said state highway commission 
of Indiana, as the agent and representative of the 
Statevof Indiana and in the name of the State of In- 
dianx.is hereby authorized and empowered, both before 
and during the construction of any such bridge and 
after the completion thereof, to co-operate with and 
enter into a 'contract ot contracts with such adjoining 
state, acting through any proper authorities or agents 
representing such adjoining State, to provide for the 
payment by such adjoining state of such part of the 
costs of construction of such bridge, not exceeding 
one-half thereof, as may be agreed upon in such con- 
tract: and in such contract to also agree upon and 
determine the time and manner of the making by such 
adjoining state of such payment or payments and all 
other details In connection therewith: Provided, That 
any moneys paid to the State of Indiana by any such 
adjoining state's agreed part of the cost of construction 
of any such 1-ridge shall be applied by said State of 
Indiana to reimburse the State of Indiana and any 
county of the Stare of Indiana that shall have issued 
Its bo'nds under the provisions of this act to aid in the 
construction of such bridge up to the amount in eacn 
case which is equal to the amount provided by said 
county for sucii purpose, plus interest thereon up to 
the time of repayment thereof, so far as the money 
so provided was actually used in and about the con- 
struction of such bridge; and all moneys so received 
and applied to reimburse any such county in payment 
of any of its said bonds issued as aforesaid under the 
provisions -of this act and which are then still out- 
standing and unpaid, until such bonds and the interest 
accrued thereon shall be paid in full."—Acts 19*1, 
Chapter 10. Page 33." 


The contract with Kentucky provides for 


the reimbursement of any funds advanced by 
Vanderburg County, Indiana, and used in the 
construction of the bridge.

That the state highway commission of the State of 
Indiana be and it is hereby authorized and empowered 
in its discretion, to construct a highway bridge over 
and across- any river or other stream forming the 
boundary line between the State of Indiana and any 
state adjoining tiie State of Indiana, notwithstanding 
tiie waters of sucli rivers or streams may not at all 
times extend to or reach such boundary line, when- 
ever 'such bridge or any part thereof including the 
approaches thereto as a part thereof, will be within 
the State of • Indiana and will directly connect any 
state or interstate highway now: in existence or here- 
after constructed within the State of Indiana with any 
interstate or other public highway now in existance 
or hereafter constructed in such adjoining state, and al- 
though such river or stream may be located either 
partially or wholly within the territorial limits of 
such adjoining slate; and that, in constructing and 
maintaining any such bridge, including the approach- 
es thereto as a part thereof, and in providing the nec- 
essary persona! and real property and easement in 
real property which may be required for the proper, 
effective and convenient location, construction and op- 
eration of any such bridge, the uid ctatc highw 
commiMlon be, and it im Hereby, authoiiMd and em- 
powered to u«e and expend 10 much of th« fondi pro- 
vided, or to De provided, by law for it* use a* nay be 
found by it to be reasonably ueceiiary for cucu par- 
pose*." Chapter 1O, A eta 1927, par* 33.

•WASHINGTON—The forthcom- 
" ing election will be the first 
since 1922 in which none of the 
original "New-berry senators" will 
be voted out ot office. 


There were 46 in that band of 


regulars who put through the 
Spencer resolution to seat. Tru- 
man H. Newberry ot Michigan 
after it had been shown that some 
$200.000 bad been spent to elect 
him despite a state law*'limiting 
his expenses to {3750. 
. The vote *was taken January 
12, 1922. 


Since that time the political 


mortality rate among th'at ma- 
jority of 46 has been enormous. 
Only 12 of them, or about; 25 per 
cent, still, remain in the Senate. A 
few. of course, havte died, includ- 
ing Willis of Ohio and Gooding of 
Idaho, within the last year. But 
the greater portion of the 46 have 
been defeated at the polls after 
campaigns In which "Newberry- 
ism" was featured as an issue 
against them.* * • 
A ND it is also 'worth pointing out 
•"• that 27 of the 41 senators who 
voted against' the seating of New- 
berry are etjll on the job. Only 
14 are missing as against 34 of 
the Newberryites and at least half 
of those 14 either died, retired or 
resigned. Certainly no senator 
ever lost his job because he voted 
against seating Newberry. 


Furthermore, of the nine Repub- 


licans wlio voted against- Newbar- 
ry only one has been defeated at 
the polls—Sutherland of West Vir- 
ginia on a close vote. Norris of Ne- 
braska, Borah' of Idaho, Capper of 
Kansas, Jones of Washington and 
Norbeck of South Dakota are still 
important figures in the Senate.
